The  second  session  was  also  held  in  the  City 
Hall,  after  which  the  sessions  were  held  in  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  House,  which  was  built  on 
the  south-west  corner  of  Washington  and  East 
streets,  in  which  the  meetings  were  held  for 
twenty-three  years. 

A  new  and  modern  structure  has  been  erect- 
ed on  the  same  site.  The  Quarterly  and  other 
meetings  were  again  held  in  the  City  Hall  dur- 
ing its  construction. 

The  new  Quarter  originally  consisted  of 
three  monthly  meetings,  each  composed  of  two 
Preparatives,  viz.:
